Phe Detention of the Otter at 
the &keena River, and the Gov- 
erment. 


Victonta, B. ©, Dee, 20th 1871. 
J. F. McCreicnr Esquins, 


Sir:—I am instructed by Mr. Graham to 
enclose you the account againt the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia for detention of 
the Hudson Bay Company's steamer ‘Utter’ 
at the mouth of the Skeena Kiver while 
waiting the arrival of miners and other 
travellers from Omineca, as well as that for 
provisions, sent up the Skeena River to which 
I hereafter refer, 

On reaching Woodcoek’s Landing on the Ist 
December | Jearoed from Messrs. Harris and 
Moss who bad arrived there a few days be- 
fore from the Forks via the Nass River that 
there wére stil] a number of mea to come 
dowa, and as requéesied by you on bebalf of 
the Goverament I determined to wait for 
them. 

Un the 6th December two canoes arrived 
at Port Essington with nineteen men who 
bad been nineteen daye om the way down 
from the Forks, and bad suffered severely 
from exposure, and want of food, They re- 
ported baving left a party of fourteen men 
about balf way down the river who had stop- 
ped there to repair their cance, and who 
were short of provisions, 

1 immediately on bearing this aad in 
pursuance of your request, a canoe was des- 
patched to thei, relier with supplies in charge 
o! Mr. Moges Irland who was one of the 
nineteen men who had just arrived. He met 
them some thirty-five miles up the river, in 
& Gestitate state having been beveral days 
without food. They bad been, obliged to 
leave their cance two days before and come 
over the ice, and had they not received this 
succour in all prebability none of them would 
bave reached the Coast. Two of their party 
who bad become too weak to have any chance 
of getting down, were left to make their way 
back to an Indian camp about jten miles up 
the river, and. isto be boped they succeeded 
in reaching it io safety. 

On the evening of the 11th December the 
men arrived at Port Rssington and next day | 
yot the passenge s on boardund left in the 
evening tor Victoria, 

There were forty men among them who 
were unable to pay their passages, and every 
trip this fall there bave been a number in-the 
same circumstances, but it is impossible to 
leave men on the coast without any means of 
living, or of getting employment. 

There were someamong those last brought 
down who would have been able to have paid 
their fa:us bad not he steamer been detainec 
so long thit the litt'e money they bad wheo 
they arrived on the coast was all expended 
vefore they could get away. 

The “Utter” was detained sltogother nine 
inys beyond the tequirment of the voyage in 
sruer to relieve and bring down these meu, 
and the bill of demurrage is, as arranged 
with yourself calculated at the rate of one 
hundred dollars per day.

CENTRAL AMERICA,
